Thursday, March 5, 2015.

The message was read; and it was referred, under Rule 30, with the
accompanying draft of a bill, to the committee on Public Service. Sent
to the Senate for concurrence. 

A message for His Excellency the Governor recommending legisla-
tion relative to supporting working families (House, No. 62), was filed
in the office of the Clerk on Wednesday, March 4. 

The message was read; and it was referred, under Rule 30, with the
accompanying draft of a bill, to the committee on Revenue. Sent to the
Senate for concurrence.

Severally were placed on file. 

Petition. 

Representative Gordon of Bedford and Senator Donnelly presented
a joint petition (subject to Joint Rule 12) of Kenneth I. Gordon and
Kenneth J. Donnelly for legislation to establish a sick leave bank for
Simon Valedi, an employee of the Massachusetts Department of
Transportation; and the same was referred, under Rule 24, to the com-
mittee on Rules. 

Mr. Galvin of Canton, for the committee on Rules and the commit-
tees on Rules of the two branches, acting concurrently, then reported
recommending that Joint Rule 12 be suspended. Under suspension of
the rules, on motion of Mr. Nangle of Lowell, the report was consid-
ered forthwith. Joint Rule 12 was suspended; and the petition (accom-
panied by bill) was referred to the committee on Public Service. Sent
to the Senate for concurrence. 

Papers from the Senate. 

The House Bill establishing a sick leave bank for David Ogar, an
employee of the Massachusetts Department of Transportation (House,
No. 50), came from the Senate passed to be engrossed, in concurrence,
with amendments in line 1, striking out the following: “SECTION 1.”;
and, in line 4, striking out the words “Ogar. Whenever” and inserting
in place thereof the words “Ogar to care for his wife. If”. The amend-
ments were referred, under Rule 35, to the committee on Bills in the
Third Reading. 

A petition (accompanied by bill) Richard J. Ross and Shawn Dooley
for legislation to establish a sick leave bank for James O’Brien, an
employee of the Department of Developmental Services, came from
the Senate referred, under suspension of Joint Rule 12, to the Senate
committee on Ways and Means. 

The House then non-concurred with the Senate in the suspension of
said rule. Sent to the Senate for its action. 

Subsequently the petition came from the Senate referred, under sus-
pension of Joint Rule 12, to the committee on Public Service. The
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House then concurred with the Senate in suspension of said rule; and
the petition (accompanied by bill, Senate, No. 18) was referred, in con-
currence, to the committee on Public Service. 

A petition (accompanied by bill) of Richard J. Ross and Shawn
Dooley for legislation to establish a sick leave bank for Candida
Leonard, an employee of the Department of Correction, came from the
Senate referred, under suspension of Joint Rule 12, to the Senate com-
mittee on Ways and Means. 

The House then non-concurred with the Senate in the suspension of
said rule. Sent to the Senate for its action. 

Subsequently the petition came from the Senate referred, under sus-
pension of Joint Rule 12, to the committee on Public Service. The
House then concurred with the Senate in suspension of said rule; and
the petition (accompanied by bill, Senate, No. 19) was referred, in con-
currence, to the committee on Public Service. 

Reports of Committees. 

By Mr. Nangle of Lowell, for the committee on Steering, Policy and
Scheduling, that the Senate Bill establishing a sick leave bank for
James Goguen, an employee of the Department of Developmental Ser-
vices (Senate, No. 10), be scheduled for consideration by the House: 

Under suspension of Rule 7A, on motion of the same member, the
bill was read a second time forthwith; and it was ordered to a third
reading. 

Under suspension of the rules, on further motion of Mr. Nangle, the
bill (having been reported by the committee on Bills in the Third Read-
ing to be correctly drawn) was read a third time; and it was passed to
be engrossed, in concurrence. 

By Mr. Nangle of Lowell, for the committee on Steering, Policy and
Scheduling, that the Senate Bill establishing a sick leave bank for
Matthew Arpano, an employee of the Massachusetts Department of
Correction (Senate, No. 16), be scheduled for consideration by the
House:

Under suspension of Rule 7A, on motion of the same member, the
bill was read a second time forthwith; and it was ordered to a third
reading. 

Under suspension of the rules, on further motion of Mr. Nangle, the
bill (having been reported by the committee on Bills in the Third Read-
ing to be correctly drawn) was read a third time; and it was passed to
be engrossed, in concurrence, its title having been changed by said
committee to read: “An Act establishing a sick leave bank for Matthew
Arpano, an employee of the Department of Correction.”. 

Orders of the Day. 

The Senate amendments of the House Bill establishing a sick leave
bank for Robert Paterwic, an employee of the Department of Indus-
trial Accidents (House, No. 48, amended), reported by the commit-
tee on Bills in the Third Reading to be correctly drawn, were adopted,
in concurrence. 
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The House Bill relative to the town of Reading home rule charter
(House, No. 58), was read a third time. 

The committee on Bills in the Third Reading reported recommend-
ing that the bill be amended by substitution of a Bill with the same title
(House, No. 63), which was read. 

The amendment was adopted; and the substituted bill was passed to
be engrossed. Sent to the Senate for concurrence. 

Emergency Measures. 

The engrossed Bill establishing a sick leave bank for James Goguen,
an employee of the Department of Developmental Services (see Senate,
No. 10), having been certified by the Clerk to be rightly and truly pre-
pared for final passage, was considered, the question being on adopting
the emergency preamble. 

A separate vote was taken, as required by the provisions of Article
XLVIII (as amended by Article LXVII) of the Amendments to the
Constitution; and the preamble was adopted, by a vote of 10 to 0. Sent
to the Senate for concurrence. 

Subsequently, the Senate having concurred in adoption of the emer-
gency preamble, the bill (which originated in the Senate) was passed to be
enacted; and it was signed by the acting Speaker and sent to the Senate. 

The engrossed Bill establishing a sick leave bank for Audrey Gra-
ham Smith, an employee of the Executive Office of Health and Human
Services (see Senate, No. 15), having been certified by the Clerk to be
rightly and truly prepared for final passage, was considered, the ques-
tion being on adopting the emergency preamble. 

A separate vote was taken, as required by the provisions of Article
XLVIII (as amended by Article LXVII) of the Amendments to the
Constitution; and the preamble was adopted, by a vote of 8 to 0. Sent
to the Senate for concurrence. 

Subsequently, the Senate having concurred in adoption of the emer-
gency preamble, the bill (which originated in the Senate) was passed to be
enacted; and it was signed by the acting Speaker and sent to the Senate. 

The engrossed Bill establishing a sick leave bank for Matthew Arpano,
an employee of the Department of Correction (see Senate, No. 16), hav-
ing been certified by the Clerk to be rightly and truly prepared for final
passage, was considered, the question being on adopting the emergency
preamble. 

A separate vote was taken, as required by the provisions of Article
XLVIII (as amended by Article LXVII) of the Amendments to the
Constitution; and the preamble was adopted, by a vote of 10 to 0. Sent
to the Senate for concurrence. 

Subsequently, the Senate having concurred in adoption of the emer-
gency preamble, the bill (which originated in the Senate) was passed to be
enacted; and it was signed by the acting Speaker and sent to the Senate.

Sent
to the Senate for concurrence. 

Subsequently, the Senate having concurred in adoption of the emer-
gency preamble, the bill (which originated in the House) was passed to be
enacted; and it was signed by the acting Speaker and sent to the Senate. 

Engrossed Bill. 

The engrossed Bill establishing a sick leave bank for Lisa Carlson,
an employee of the Department of State Police (see House No. 46,
amended) (which originated in the House), in respect to which the Sen-
ate had concurred in the adoption of the emergency preamble, was
passed to be enacted; and it was signed by the acting Speaker and sent
to the Senate.
